Among his publications 
are included, “T rusts and th e P ub­ 
lic” and an “O utline of Social Eco­ 
nomics.” 
His theories of economics 
are today considered as a guidepost 
to economic security. 
Comes To America 
In 1874 M atthew G unton cam e to 
America writh his parents and lived 
in Fall River, M assachusetts. U ntil 
he was 20 years of age he was en­ 
gaged in new spaper work. 
He then

and later m arried Miss Lynda D ens­ 
more.

COLUMBUS, O.. Feb. 3.—There 
were 9,240 accidents or more th an 
one each hour, two persons killed 
and 21 injured each day, 
and 
a 
death for every dozen accidents on 
the highways outside of m unicipali­ 
ties during 1935. 
There were 720 persons killed and 
7,517 injured in the 9.240 accidents 
reported for the past year to the 
Traffic Division of the Ohio H igh­ 
way D epartm ent. 
The economic lass from this tra f­ 
fic toll of 720 deaths and 7,517 peo­ 
ple injured was estim ated a t a p ­ 
proxim ately $35,000.000. 
As com pared with 3934 there were 
863 more accidents reported during 
1935 to the T raffic Division of the 
State D epartm ent, a gain of 10.3 per 
cent. 
On state highways alone, outside 
m unicipalities, it was com puted th a t 
vehicle mile 
straveled 
increased 
some 220,002,500, or 4.7 per cent in 
1935 as com pared w ith 1934. 
Accidents happened about equally 
during daylight and darkness d u r­ 
ing the year. Percentage of acci­ 
dents was 49.1 for daylight com par­ 
ed with 46.6 for darkness, w ith 4.3 
per cent reported as taking place at 
dusk 
Reports on condition of drivers 
showed 669 were intoxicated, 294
